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Reference is made to your communication dated 
December 11, 1969, captioned as above. 

We have made a careful review of the records 
requested by Mr. Booh and have concluded that disclosure 
of them to Mr. Hoch would be contrary to the public interest 
Several compelling reasons, as set forth below, lead to this 
conclusion. 

Mr. Ho ch's request for th® first pages of FBI serials 
“1 through 1A4 of the New Orleans file, 97-74, is based upon 
the fact that he has observed that FBI Exhibit D-25, the haad- 
oiii antitied "Hands Off Cuba," is marked with the notation 
_& 7 - 74 -lA 5 . An examination of the New Orleans file, 97-74, 
reveals that the handbill should have been marked serial 1A4 
o ’ the file and not serial 1A5, although when furnished to 
|4is Bureau by New Orleans, it bor© the marking 1A5. 
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- ’ ' • None of these three items pertains to Lee Harvey Oswald. 

All three of them were received _in 1981 when Oswald was living 
in the Soviet Union. Because non® of them pertained to Oswald* 
ther® trss no reason to furnish th©s to the Warren Commission, _ 
and they were not so furnished. The three items were received 
in oonnsction with our investigation of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee and were filed in the Hot Orleans Fair Play for Cuba 
' Oomnitt©® file, 97-74. For these compelling reasons, 
especially in view of the sensitive source through whom „he items 
xfst® originally obtained by the Dter York Office, it is our position 
that th® items should not be furnished to Kr. Soch.
